The question is whether the FDP can 
claim the ollegiance of those who want an 
SPD/FDP coalition with the vital element 
of the liberal corrective so firmly that 
they would remain loyal even if the FDP 
Joined In a different coalition. 

This is possible, but only ir the long 
term and only if the FDP can present 
itself as a Liberal-Socialist entity carrying 
on the policies outlined in the statement 
of government policy, in other words if 
the FDP can show that it has reınained 
true to its word while the SPD ıs vecred 
off to the far left.

Non- aligned countries prepare 
for Algiers summit 


or “numerous, vociferous and ineftec- 
tive”? 

Initlally, with the Cold War between 
Waslington and Moscow stil! in progress, 
the non-aligned countries undoubtedly 
wanted to create a counterweight to this 
total polarisation and to gain prominence 
for a strain of ueutralism. 

One of the most significant results of 
the 1961 Belgrade sunımit was an appeal 
transmitted to the United States and the 
Soviet Union to agree to peaceful 
coexistence and negotiations, 

Much of what the non-aligned countrles 
advocated in those days has now become 
the day-to-day business of politics, 
Washington and Moscow are on better 
terms. China and the United States have 
started talking to one another, Detente is 
progressing in Central Europe, The war in 
Indo-China is tailing off, 

“Tou a certain extent, you kuow, we 
were tho ones who initiated this 
rapprochement,” Tunisian Foreign Minis- 
ter Masnıoudi recently noted in an 
interview, The current process of detente 
is, he cluimed, attributable to the policies 
ol the non-aligned. 

This, of course, is something of an 
exaggeration, yet il would be premature 
to conchude that now {he superpowers are 
on better terms the non-aligned countries 
no longer mattered, having outlived thelr 
purpose. 

The currently observable "practice of 
reaching understanding,” to quote Mar- 
shal Tito's chief theoreticiaı Edvars 
Karlelj, who will be attending the Algiers 
summit, renders the role of the 
non-aligned countries more important 
than ever, 

They must endeavour to ensure tliat 
“this e tnding genuinely conforms 
with the interests of all countries, thereby 
averting the danger of (rapprochement) 


nations, particularly the 77 Group 
specially convemed with development 
Issues (now consisting of 98 countries, 
with the non-aligned nations as thelr most 
jromineut spokesmen), ate no longer 
easible, 

Doubtless in view of this development 
leading Wester and Eastern Bloc 
politicians have abandoned their disdain 
of the Third World in recent years. 

Compared with tho number of 
countries rcpresentcd dat the first 
conference of non-alignod countries, held 
in Belgrade in 1961, thelr numerical 
stenglh has nearly trebled in {(welve 

aS. 

At President Tito's invitation the heads 
of state and representatives of 25 
countries aud {lıree observer states 
gathered logether in Belgrade.

The last Comecon meeting in Prague 
failed 1o reach agreement on current 
diffences of opinion, Tho Soviet Union is 
having û larder time than a few years ago 
in gaining approval of its concept of 
"complex socialist economic integra- 
ton,” ûll {le nore so in view of the fact 
that it woukl like to cut back its 
contributions to fellow-members — in the 
fuel and power sector, for instance. 

So many bones of contention Jıave 
accumulated thal a top-leve] discussion 
has long been necessary. 


There Will be two main reasons why the

Sutjeska, a Bosnian mountain siream 
where one of the mosl dramatic 
engagements between tlie German octu- 
pation (roops and the encircled high 
command of (hoe Yugoslav parlisans took 
place in the early summer of 1943, 
President Tito recalled, early this July, the 
fate of lıis closest international associates 
in non-allgnment, a nmiovement that 
began more than a (iecadle ago. 

"Nehru is dead, Sukarno Îs dead, Nasser 
is dead," the 8 l-year-old Marshal declared 
with unmlstakeable emolion, “but we 
who are left will carry on the work!” 

Despite cat-calls from various quarters 
intemational interest in the policies of 
the non-aligned counties is ou the 
increase, President Tito aled confident- 
ly. These policies, he claimed, constitilecdl 
tlw conscience of Mankind as a whole. 

The non-aligned countries are to confer 
for the fourlh time in Algiers during tho 
first week in September and plan to be 
more vociferous and emphatic than ever 
before ir their views orl specific 
intemational problems of various kinds, 
bul especially the growmg gap beiween 
the cconomically higlıly-developed coun- 
tries of the world and their backward 
neighbours. 

lh terms uf number the Algiers 
conference will be the largesl non-aligned 
sUmnHl ever, members coming mainly 
from the Joveloptng world of Africa, Asia 
und Latin Americ. 

Bearing in mind the wenkness of tllis 
grouping In terms of power politics 
observers in „lhe rich industrialised 
countries have been known lo deride 
sunntits of this kind as nıeetings of 
have-nots, [le pourest of the puor and 
the funpenuprolvtariat uf thc world, 

Yet af the UN, if nowhere else, 
mujority decision against the non-aligned 


arsaw Pact Party keaders, including 

Nicolae Ceausescu of Rumania, are 
assembled for a summer summit in 
the Crimea, a favourite holliday haunt of 
old for Moscow VIPs. The summer 
summit laş become something. of a 
traditional evenl, though the Soviet 
leaders do not designate it as such. 

This year it will probably prove 
particularly important, this being the first 
time tlre Warsaw Pact leaders have met 
since Leonid Brezhnev’s visits to Bonn, 
Washington and Paris. 

Even assuming that Soviet Jiplomats 
hive alrcady informed Communist leaders 
of the ourkome of {he talks with 
Chancellor Brandt and Presidents Nixon 
and Pompidou, there is no substitute for 
first-hand infornrationt, 

Moscow's peace initiadive, to use the 
tem favoured by the soclalist states, is 
being lent every assistance by the Warsaw 
Pact countries, but varying reports from 
individual Eastemn Bloc capitals would 
seem lo Indicale that courdination is not 
ul it might be. 

The mass media in Czechoslovakia dealt 
in detail with General Secretary Brazl- 
nev's visit to Bonn, for instance, hut 
showed morê resorve in their coverage of 
his visit to the United States. IL is 
doubtless nol merely a matter of not 
being able lo keep paxe with Soviet 


twmpou but als one of damestic 
migivinjis.

Jehovah’s Witnesses meet 
in Düsseldorf 


The congress progranıme did not 

include discussions, NOL 10 mention 
events such as the “liturgical night” that 
caused such a furore at the Evangelical 
Church Congress. 
“There is only one Truth and there is 
therefore no need to discuss It" a 
spokesman claimed. This trutlı is passed 
down the hierarchy to the masses. The 
intemational organisation prescribed 
every word of wltat preachers were to tell 
the crowds at tite Düsseldorf congress. 
The international organisation is based In 
tho United States and consists of cleven 
elders heatlodl by Nathar H. Knorr, 

An umıbrella organisatiot exisls in 
every coumitry — the Federal Republic 
branch is al present tun by an American 
called Kelsey, Helow Ihe national 
orgnnisalion vome the local assemblies. 
All their members are knowin nus 
preachers. At present there tre sotme ole 
hundred thousand Jehoval"s Witnesses in 
the Jederal Republic. 

"Their world is dùlien and strangely 
confined, We look upon Jehovali's 
Witnesses us never-tiring silesmen who 
hawk (heir periodical The Wefchtower in 
all weathers and stand ut the roadside like 
a sturdy pillar of waning. 

Many people distrust them and have 
adopted a defeusive attilude in vicw of 
their frequent door-to-door cipaigns. 
They ire also ridiculed hecause of their 
forecasts that We end of the world is 
nigh, forecasts thnt live not su far proved 
ACCU. 

Eight fhousınd of them were confined 
in concentration camps under the Nazi 
regime. Because they refuse to accept 
earthly laws when they run contrary to 
the laws of God they are liable to 
prosecution when, for ' ms{ance, they’ 
efuse tu do cither miltuty service or the 
alternative non-military duties provided 
for by the laws af the Federal Republic. 

The Jehovah's Wiuncsses have thus 
become a group on the fringe of soviety', 
even thought they cluim to represent a 
cross-section of the whole sociological 
strlctureê of the Federal Republic — 
“from the worker to the company’ 
director", 

The Protestant Church is quick to 
disclaim them. When Düsseldorf was 
chosen as the venue for their congress, 
the heads of tle Rhine Church 
distributed 85,000 pamphlets to all 
Protestants in the area staling that ough 
the Jehoval's Witnesses take their 
religious duties very seriously they often. 
display fanaticism and intolerance. 

As tlıe Jehovalı's Witnesses have split 
“both internally and externally fron the 
communily of Jesus Christ", the 
pamphlet warms against their missionary 
work. The only way to combat them is 
by means of firm Christian belief, 

Though they hare been branded 
sectarians by the officid Church, the 
Jehovah's Witnesses arê not troubled by 
the fact. Their eight thousand voluntary 
helpers managed to organise and conduct 
their recent congress with efficiency. 

As they are convinced that the end of 
Ihe world is duo within a Biblical 


goncralion of seventy or eighty years, 


dating fom 1914, and should thorefore 
be upon us very soon, they have itereased 
thelr efforls. .

hold-alls streamed past Düsseldorf's new 
stadium to tle neighbouring indoor 
swinıming pool. They were led by û 
helper bearing a placard reading 
“Baplism'"". 

There was a smell of chlorine and a 
dozen men stood waist-doep iıı e water, 
They could not be described as atlıle tic 
lypes but they were well-built and all 
wore û whito shirt abovo their swinming 
trunks. 

The people in the processions, now 
woaring only ilo barest essentials, puslıed 
to the edge of the pool, walked down the 
few sieps, were reveived by the helpers 
and submerged for a fow moments, Most 
of thenı clasped their Fingers round their 
nose. Nobody sang or prayed aloud. 

In all, 1,085 Jehuvalr's Witnesses 
demonstred in this fashion thut they 
repented (heir sins and wanted to clung 
thelr lives anl follow Jelovalı, This wus 
their form of baplism which they derive 
from the Bible and tlhe original nıcaning 
of he Greek word baptist — submerge, 

Before uttending lhe baptism they hid 
proved in thelr hone lowus Hıat they

kuew {he scriptures, They bud to supply 
correct answers 10 als manly as possihle rl 
the eighty questons they were asked il ù 
number of meetings. 

Once they could mıswer these 
questions, they were couside red ready for 
inclusion in the conmunity of Jehovahs 
Wilnesses who recently held their 
intemational congress in Düsseldurtf, 

Some sixty thousand persons attended 
he congress, the largest thut has ever 
taken place in Dilsseldorf, The mass 
assembly lıad its own rules, Never before 
had so many people gathered in such an 
orderly and disciplined manner. The rich 
green turf on which Fortuna Düsseldorf"s 
footballers normally play Was as 
untouched on Friday, the day of the nıass 
baplisnı, as it had been on the Monday 
when the congress begant. 

AÃ large stage consistinğ of wood, 
painted cardboard and paper hud been 
built on one of the narrower sides of the 
gianl concrete oval. A yellow and red 
parasol was the only object it boasted. 
The symphony lad retired behind ai 
artificial forest clearing. 

Each day of the congress began with a 
song — happy rhythmic tunes without 
many sacral elements, Different preach- 
erş, clad in normal dress, would then talk 
of the Bible applauded by tlıe multitude 
and time and again interrupted by 
prayers. This was repeated day after day, 
Four Biblical dramas were preserited. 

Tho gospel of .the Jehovah's Witnesses i5 
simple and clear — The Bible is God's 
word and 1s prophetic for this world. 
That 1s why we have {o lean from it and 
ifve according to its behest. 

Though this belief is no different from 
that of the Evangelical and Catholic 
Churches there was a difference in 
almosphere from, for example, the 
Evangelical Church Congress which had 
taken piaco at the same venue a few weeks 
previously. 

A preacher by the name of Raclıuba for 
instance spoke on {he Friday about the 
baptism of those who have not disowned. 
themselves. He quoted the Bible time nnd 
ağaln, but he stuck to the text and he 
focussed upon it in a4 more morallsing 
than reflective manner, Certalnty of {atli 
seemed, to be fed by Biblical erudition. 
Each of jıijs demands .on the falthfol was 
backed. up. by an appropriate passage 
from the Bible, ... . و‎ 0 


Tlie dogma of papal infallibility is only 
one hundred years old. Admltiedly there 
wero no doubils about the supreme 
position of the Bishop of Rome 
beforehand either. Küng too refuses to 
challenge his supreme position, 

But up to 1870 the Churcl: had always 
refused to allow tho Pope and Bishop of 
Rome to define doctrine independently 
of the approval of te Church in general 
and the episcopal collegiate in particular, 

It was only the First Vatican Council 
hold in 1869 and {870 (hat granted Pope 
Plus IX and his successors a power that 
had not been known within the Church 
before. A Jarge minority of bishops 
rebelled against raising papal infalllbility 
to 8 dogma. They Included all the 
German bishops apart from the bishops 
of Paderborn and Regensburg. 

They begged the Pope not to define 
doctrine as there was no clcarly-based 
apostolic tradlllon For it. Bishop He fele 
of Rotenburg, the author of a history of 
Ihe Vatican Counuil, tried to ınake the 
Vatican change ils mind hy pointing, 
among olhcr events, to lhe historically 
ludisputahle fact (hat Pope Flonarlus hud 
been conglemned by his stiecessor Leo II 
as û heretic in Ihe seventh century, 

But this pointer lo pasl history imd 
trudition did not uchieve [ts endl, “What Is 
tadilan?”" (he Pope asked. "lL am 
tradilou!'" 

Shorly hefore the final volt u 
delegation of the minorily, to which the 
Bishop of Mainz, von Kelteler, helonged, 
once Agulit (ried to nuke the Pope agree 
lo a codicil that his statements on 
doctrine must be based on the testlinony 
of the Church. Kelleler threw himself 
down before the Pope and begged hint tu 
display a Little mdulgence und {his restore 
pede und harınony among tle bishops. 

But the minority was unablo (o 
conviuce the Pope’s supporters who 
aimed at tighter controls and greater 
centralisation wiin the Church. The 
papal infallibility ruling was mude cven 
more severe by adding ù codicil expressly 
stating thut the Pope's definiton of 
doctrine did not require the approval of 
the Church. The minority Of bishops was 
so depressed that they left Rome before 
the final decision was taken. 

The new dogma brought the Church a 
number of theological and political 
problems. It influenced Ihe Kulturkampf 
the battle between Stale and Cutholicism 
which broke out in Germany shortly 
afterwards, But il also strengthened links 
between Catholics and the Pope and gave 
the Church greater uniformity. 

The Second Vatican Council dıd not 
impinge upon the dogma of papal 
infallibility though it did stress the 
powers of tle episcopal collegiate. King, 
whom Pope John XXII summoned to 
Rome as a theologian to the Valican 
Council, is doubtlessly correct when he 
states in rather exaggerated style that 
nobody could prevent the Pope doing as 
he pleased after the Second Council. 

But the King case demonstrates that 
the Vatican has learned a good deal in 
recent years. No threats of excommunica- 
tion have been heard though tlıis was a 
common reply to protest In the past. 
Inquiries, Klng states, can no longer be 
answered by condemnation. 

If he is in error, he wishes to Know. 
exactly where he Is in error and is aş 
mich convinced of the Justification of his 
uestlons after the statement Issued by 
the Congregation as hé was beforehand.

Volkswagen tries to reduce 


ly-line boredom 


An increasing number of parts are bein 
taken off the assembly line an 
distributed to “desk workers" for 
assembly. Dashboards for instance are 
pieced together by just one worker and 
roll on to the final assembly line in 
complete form, Tle same is true of the 
electric leads, rear lights and windscreen 
wipers. The new Passat's bumpers witlı 
their builtin indicators and rubber 
buffers ate also produced at workshop 
tables instead of on the assembly line. 

Other manufacturing processes are 
being automated, “Work groups at Volvo 
stlll have to fit (he tyros, wo do it 
automatically," Kugland explains. The 
assembly lines the ınselves were converted 
iı 1966 from surface assembly, involving 
a good deal of stopping for the worker, to 
suspended ussembly, New models such as 
ıhe Passat are all produced on suspended 
assembly lines. 

Volkswagen plans to combat the 
problem of assembly line boredom by 
constantly making Improvements and 
Introducing a more rapid rota system 
under which workers will not be expected 
to work such long hours on an assembly 
line. 

Planners al Wolfsburg lo not consider 
ihe present stage of the Volvo syslem as 
all that rational, “We produce five 
thousand vehicles a day compared with 
Volvo's 130. Our cheapest cur costs 5,600 
Marks, lhe cheapest Volvo costs 
seventeen thousuıd," Hıcy Stale. 

All assembly-line working could theore- 
tically be scrapped and replaced by sone 
other sy'stem, Kugland claims, though the 
tinished product would then be consider 
ably more a eb 

The metalworkers union delegation 
were however told by Volvo directors 
that though production drops intially as 
a result of the changeover from 
assembly-line to group production the 


process into a number of individual 
operations, 

Instead, the wholo manufacturing 
proccss is now the responsibility of the 
various work groups. Fifteen per cent of 
Volvo’s 45,000-strong labour force are 
already working according to this new 
scheme, a delegntion of the Federal 
Republics metalworkers trade unlor 
Found on thelr wcent trip to Sweden, 

The Volkswagen nıanagement l1as so far 
sent na one {o Sweden to investigate this 
ntethod but Herr Kugland of the welfare 
departnent, limsclf o nıentber of he 
assembly line working party, is collecting 
all the facts he can about this new scheme 
and providing the board with information, 

But Kugland and lis statt are nol laced 
with the sure problems as other 
aulontobile nıamıfacturers, “Volkswagen 
produces forty vehicles an hour on one of 
ils assembly lines, the Americans one 
hundred and Fiat 250,” he explains. 

Pace increases wlll production as does 
the danger of turning the worker into a 
human automaton forced lo curry out û 
sees of rapil movements within the 
space of û few seconds. 

Workers al the Volkswagen factory in 
Wolfsburg have one und a half minutes to 
cary out each individual operation. 
American car workers have 0.6 niinules 
aud those ‘at Fiat ıo more than 0.4. 

Volkswagen produces 284 vehicles per 
assembly line every shift three shifts a 
day “We have tended to combine more 
and more individuil operations so that 
each assembly-line worker hus (o carry 
out six to eight different tasks," Kugland 
states.

Public against 
extremists in top 


jobs, survey reveals 


M ost people in this country are 
Opposed to polilical radicals 
Working in senlor positions in the civil 
Service, according to tho Wickert public 
opinion research institute in Tübingen, 
conducting a survey comnissioned by the 
government of Baden-Württemberg. 

Wickert questioned 2,067 West Ger- 
mans whether they objected to those 
with extremist views being employed as 
teachers, julges or seniar police officials, 
Sixty-thıree per cent were opposed to the 
idea, 26 per cent had no objecttons, 
eleven per cenl were of no opinion either 
way, 

There was an even stronger body of 
Support for tlhe “security clause”, Asked, 
“do you consider it right that the 
govenment should ascertain whether a 
person is in favour of a free and 
democratic social system before em- 
ploying him in the State service? " 72 per 


cent replied in the affirmative. Nineteen

In his lecture Professor Schımidtke 
referred to the forerunner of the 
open-plan office, namely tho “typing 
pool". This len was also tojectod by 
those expected to work there, ie said, 
“Secretaries losl their image and became 
just another shorthand typist. They felt 
that being in a Iyping pool lowered their 
pPtestige in the office,” 

Many typing pools lave been abolished 
and typists put In sntaller offices, It was 
discovered that the atmosphere in these 
big offices aggravated certain professional 
sicknesses such as swollen tendons, and 
that they did not make for the greater 
contact between workers that had been 
anticipated, Professor Schmidike would 
Not commit himself on whether the same 
applied to operı-plan offices. 

But he is convinced that any advantages 
arê minimal. He wonders whether the 
motivallon behind {he creation of 
open-plan is really a system of values, or 
whether it is just vested interests at work, 

A scheme of values thal takes in 
genuine human needs has so far not been 
İn evidence, but all we have seen has been 
the commercial endeavours of office 
furniture manufacturers wlio have such 
open-plan bureaux for sale. 

The most frequent complaints from 
office workers who have been in 
open-plan surroundings for a number of 
years are: 1 
® Noise. Colleagues bawl out to each 
other across a space of three “offices”, 
Their business does not concérn otlıers 
working in between and iş a major 
distraction.

In a lecture at (he 2nd Health and 
Hyalene Symposium In Bonn oan the 
suhject of “Hygiene at Work" Professor 
Ueluz Schmiltke of Ihe institute for 
Ergonomy (work . science) al Ihe 
Teclnische Universltilt, Mundeh, discussed 
the pros and cons of open-plan offices. 

His conclusion was Hal the advan tages 
are nll. Neither the firm nor employces 
benefit from Working In a large office 
with no walls. 

Although the initial fervour for 
open-plan officgs has started to subside 
gradually about one in five new offices 
being built today is still open-plan. 


Employers do not seem very impressed 
by the objections rulsed by staff, who 
have stated that they would much ratlıer 
work in a sall room alone or with a 
couple of colleagues at most — even if It 
means giving up their Jee p-pile carpet and 
teak desk! 

Whether they Hike it or not they are on 
the receiving end of the crazê for 
opem-plan which altects architects, who 
then force their ideas on management. 

The supposed advantages are: better 
cooperation with work colleagues, less 
time spent walking fron one office lo 
another and the breakdown of hierarchi- 
cal stricture. 

This last point for one — described a51 
significant step forward — functions far 
more in theory than in practice, 

Even if the boss has his desk 
Somewhere in the large open office the
